2. Documents D1 (cf. p.3 l.14-p.4. I.7; p.6 1.15-16; p.11 1.7-13) and D2 (cf. p.3 1.1-20; 
p.4 1.8-19; p.22 l.1-p.24 1.1 1) disclose a radiotherapeutic product comprising silicon 
and phosphorous, also present as isotope 32 P. D2 specifically describes the use 
of the SiP powder in the treatment of cancer. 

Independent claim 7 is drafted in terms of a "product-by-process" claim. In view of 
the provisions of Art, 64(2) EPC the EPO considers "product-by-process" claims to 
extend to the product per se. 

Hence, the products described in the documents D1 and D2 fall within the gneral 
definition given in claim 7 of the present application. 

Taking into account the fact that a product is not necessarily new if it is made by a 
novel process and the interpretation of "product-by-process" claims used by the 
EPO, the subject-matter of claims 7 and 8 is considered to lack novelty in respect 
to documents D1 and D2, when considered separately (Article 33(2) PCT). 

3. None of the documents cited in the search report disclose or suggest the subject- 
matter of independent claim 1 . 

Hence, the subject-matter of claim 1 is considered novel and inventive (Art.33(2) 
and (3) PCT). 

4. Claims 2-6 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of 
the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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
